Appeal to find driver 
after road tragedy 

A MAN has died after being hit by a car 
in Amblecote. The 66-year-old was treated 
by paramedics at the scene in High Street 
but died later. 

Officers were called to the junction of 
Brettell Lane at around 6.50pm on Sunday 
following reports that a car had hit a man. 

Police are appealing to the driver of a 
dark 4x4 to come forward. A 25-year-old 
man, who was the driver of a red Vaux- 
hall Corsa, was arrested on suspicion of 
death by dangerous driving. He was later 
released on police bail. West Midlands Po¬ 
lice are appealing for information on 101.

CAMPAIGNERS hoping to res¬ 
cue Dudley Hippodrome from 
the wrecker’s ball have one 
last chance to submit a plan 
to save the landmark venue. 

Proposals revealed by Dudley Coun¬ 
cil earlier last week threatened the 
end for the historic theatre on Castle 
Hill by bulldozing it to be replaced 
with a landscaped open public space. 

The authority drafted the plans after decid¬ 
ing all other suggestions for a revamp of the 
venue fell short. 

However, after a meeting with the council on 
Friday, Friends of Dudley Hippodrome chair¬ 
man Gordon Downing said the group had been 
given until the end of the year to form a ‘viable 
business plan’ to redevelop the Hippodrome. 

Mr Downing said: “We’ve been given until 
the end of December to come up with a viable 
business plan filling in all the areas they want 
filled in. 

“In that time we’ve got to get together a pro¬ 
fessional looking plan in some form or other. 
I’d like to appeal to anybody out there if they 
can help us draw up that plan.” 

Councillors will be asked at a meeting today 
(Thu) about whether to submit their planning 
application for flattening the building and re¬ 
placing it with a landscaped public space. 

Alternatives 

Councillor Khurshid Ahmed said members 
had considered a number of proposals for the 
building in the past five years, but all alterna¬ 
tives had failed. 

However, he said that if someone comes to 
the authority with a firm, viable proposal to 
redevelop the theatre then the council will still 
consider this - even as their own proposal to 
knock down the historic building progresses. 

Councillors will be asked at today’s meeting 
about whether to submit a planning application 
for the site. If the new vision gets the green 
light by the council cabinet, the scheme could 
be heard by a planning committee next year. 

Councillor Ahmed, cabinet member for plan¬ 
ning and economic development, said: “We 
want to see the Hippodrome brought back to 
life, if it can be. 

“But no-one has come forward with a busi¬ 
ness plan that showed they could actually bring 
it back into use as a theatre. 

“We will continue taking these proposals to 
the cabinet on the basis there’s no viable plan. 
If, at any stage, someone comes to us with a 
firm plan - with the money needed - then ob¬ 
viously we will look at it. What we won’t do is 
prolong this any further than we need to. 

“If the Friends group suddenly come to us 
with £10 million to redevelop the Hippodrome 
why wouldn’t we want to do that? But they’ve 
been working for three years on a plan and 
nothing has come forward.”

The Deputy Mayor of Dudley, Councillor 
Mohammed Hanif, opened the three-day fes¬ 
tival run by the Dudley and South Stafford¬ 
shire branch of the Campaign for Real Ale 
(Camra) last Thursday. 

This year’s event also celebrated the 100th 
anniversary of Woodsetton’s Holden’s Brew¬ 


ery and the commemorative glasses feature 
Father Christmas saying; “Ho..Ho.. Hold¬ 
en’s!” 

Automaton, a seven per cent strength ale, 
from Shropshire’s Salopian Brewery was 
judged the best in the West Midlands for bar¬ 
ley wines and strong old ales by a panel of 
judges from Camra. The silver medal went to 
Snowflake, an eight per cent beer, from Sarah 
Hughes Brewery in Sedgley. 

Branch members voted Chop and Change, 
an eight per cent beer, from Hebden Bridge’s 
Vocation Brewery as beer of the festival. 


The strongest beer on sale was Cyclone, a 
15 per cent ale, created by Halesowen brew¬ 
eries Angel Ales and Fixed Wheel. 

Automaton went into the judging of the 
nine finalists in Camra’s West Midlands beer 
of the year. The winning beer will not be an¬ 
nounced until West Midland Camra’s awards 
event at the Bartons Arms in Birmingham on 
December 28.

Doormen are held 
after man is killed 

TWO doormen have been charged with 
murder after the death of a man at a charity 
event being held at Samsons Banqueting 
Suite in Rood End Road, Oldbury, on No¬ 
vember 22. 

Nicolas Salhan, aged 36, from Hay- 
bridge Avenue, Stourbridge, and Jonathan 
Davies, 42, of Old Bridge Walk, Rowley 
Regis, have been charged with the murder 
of Mr Inderjit Singh Dhariwal, a 49-year-old 
father from Langley, and appeared at Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court on Monday. 

The pair were remanded in custody and 
are due to appear before the court again 
in April. 
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inspector sacked over pizza brawl lies 



Jaswant Singh - dismissed 


A POLICE inspector who ordered back¬ 
up to slow down as officers struggled to 
contain a fight in a pizza shop has been 
sacked. 

A misconduct panel found Inspector 
Jaswant Singh ‘deliberately lied’ to his 
chief inspector to try and cover up his 
error. 

The senior officer told colleagues to 
‘take their time’ despite officers need¬ 
ing urgent help as they tried to control 
yobs at Olivio’s in Stourbridge. 

The West Midlands Police panel 
concluded Mr Singh, who has 24 years 
service, had breached professional 


standards relating to honesty and in¬ 
tegrity and said his actions ‘fell short’ 
of that expected of a senior officer. They 
also found he had lied about being in 
the pizza shop 

It was alleged in the hearing that he 
had gone to the wrong pizzeria, Romi- 
no’s rather than Olivio’s, less than 100 
metres away. 

Assistant chief constable Carl Foul- 
kes, who chaired the panel, said: “The 
panel finds his actions placed both his 
colleagues and members of the public 
at risk.” 

The panel had heardhow officers 


were baffled to hear Mr Singh giving 
orders for back-up to slow down over 
the radio as they attempted to prevent 
the situation from escalating as trouble 
flared in the High Street shop just be¬ 
fore 2.30am on February 23. 

When back-up did arrive, the panel 
heard Mr Singh, duty inspector for 
Dudley on the night, who was outside 
the restaurant, ‘instructed them it was 
calm’. They went past him anyway and 
eight men in all, were thrown out. 

In two meetings with his superior Mr 
Singh lied, the panel ruled. He was dis¬ 
missed without notice by the panel. 


Outrage at scheme to 
demolish Hippodrome

THE founder of the new 
Dudley Civic Society has hit 
out at Dudley Council over 
its plans to demolish the 
town’s Hippodrome theatre. 

Despite a lengthy campaign by 
supporters to see it restored to 
its former glory, council chiefs 
want to pull the historic theatre 
down and replace it with an out¬ 
door exhibition area. 

It comes just weeks after interested 
parties were given the chance to put 
forward proposals to redevelop the 
venue but these applications failed to 
convince council planners. 

Steve Briscoe, who is forming a 
society to safeguard the town’s herit¬ 
age, has slammed the plans, saying it 
contradicts what the council has pre¬ 
viously said about boosting tourism. 

Historic 

He said: “I think it’s disgusting the 
way the council has gone about this 
decision. The Dudley area is being 
promoted as a place of tourism, but 
how can this be when they’re knock¬ 
ing down one of its most historic 
landmarks? 

“The Black Country Museum has 
been done up and the Hippodrome 
could have complimented it very well 
if it was to be revamped. I just can’t 
believe how short sighted the council 
has been. They’ve shown no passion 
or ambition for this project and I feel 
to knock the Hippodrome down just 
undermines Dudley town further. 

They’re using austerity as a weapon 
and it’s a very sad situation to be in.” 

A leading campaigner said he fears 
that £1 million of taxpayers’ money 
will be to be used to flatten the 
1930s-built venue, which once hosted 
such stars as Laurel and Hardy and 
George Formby. 

Dudley Council revealed last week 
that it would seek to knock down the 
theatre to create an ‘open space’ near 
the entrance to Dudley Zoo on Castle 
Hill. 

Malcolm Palmer, who founded the 
Friends of Dudley Hippodrome group 


alongside the late Geoff Fitzpatrick, 
said it was ‘terrible’ news having only 
learned of its fate after reading about 
it in the Express & Star. 

Dudley Council is yet to reveal how 
much it will cost to demolish the the¬ 
atre but Mr Palmer claimed those 
costs could spiral. 

“It will cost a lot to demolish it 
with the asbestos— this is at a time 
when the council is looking to make 
cuts. I think it could cost maybe £lm 
at a time when they are supposed to 
be cutting back.” 

Gordon Downing, chairman of the 


Friends of Dudley Hippodrome, said: 
“This is absolutely diabolical. To 
come out and pronounce it like this 
is disgraceful. 

“If they think we’re walking away 
from this without a fight then they’ve 
got another thing coming.” 

The council move, which is being 
discussed by its cabinet today (Thu), 
marks the latest - and perhaps final - 
twist in the long-running saga to try 
to bring the venue back into use. 

The former theatre and bingo hall 
would be bulldozed with a sweeping 
open public space in its place. 


Councillor Khurshid Ahmed said 
members had considered a number of 
proposals for the building in the past 
five year. 

He said: “This has been a long-run¬ 
ning issue and we have fully explored 
every suggested alternative use sub¬ 
mitted so far. But after giving people 
every opportunity we need to draw a 
line under this. The cost of securing 
the building is also hitting taxpayers 
in the pocket and we cannot continue 
to bear the costs of consultants to ap¬ 
praise unviable projects.”

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Fly-tipping 
is a blight 
on scenic 
walk route 

FLY-TIPPERS have been accused of 
blighting a scenic walk between Dud¬ 
ley landmarks by a UKIP Euro MR 

Rubbish has been dumped on 
Limestone Walk which is on a route 
between Dudley Castle and Sedgley’s 
Beacon Hill. It takes walkers on a 
route through Wrens Nest Nature 
Reserve, which is a geological site of 
special scientific interest. 

But in recent days residents have 
alerted councillors to waste dumped 
along the route. 

Bill Etheridge, UKIP MEP and a 
councillor for Sedgley, said he was ap¬ 
palled at the state of Limestone Way, 
saying the countryside walk has been 
left in a disgusting state by fly-tippers. 
Two dumped settees and graffiti on 
signs are among the eyesores. 

Councillor Etheridge says fly-tip- 
ping is a growing problem across the 
borough and urged people to report 
hotspots. 

“This walk takes in some impor¬ 
tant geological and historical sites 
and should be a tourist attraction,” 
he said. 

“It’s not much of an advert for Dud¬ 
ley in the state it is in now. 

“I have asked the council to clean 
the area as a matter of urgency but 
it’s the fly-tippers I am most annoyed 
with.” 

Councillor Etheridge has pointed 
out several instances of dumping rub¬ 
bish recently, including on the Co-op 
car park in Sedgley. He paid out of 
his own pocket to clear a rat-infested 
dump at the rear of houses in Aston 
Road, Dudley. 

Retired officer's 
bravery award 

A RETIRED police officer who helped 
foil a raid on a post office has been 
honoured by the force’s top brass. 

Alfred Allington, 66, was being 
served at the counter in Wall Heath 
Post Office on March 21 last year 
when it was stormed by four masked 
men. Two approached the counter, 
with one jumping over, while the 
other pushed Mr Allington. 

He pushed one of the gang back and 
struggled with him until he backed 
off. Mr Allington then turned his at¬ 
tention to the other man standing on 
the counter, grabbing hold him and 
pulling him down. 

He was presented with a silver cer¬ 
tificate by Head of the National Police 
Chiefs’ Council, Chief Constable Sara 
Thornton.

Lost Legion medal found one year later 



David Screen has got his medal back 


A ROYAL British Legion medal 
awarded for long service has been re¬ 
united with its owner — a year after 
it went missing. 

Police launched an appeal for help 
after the medal, awarded to David 
Screen, aged 67, was lost at The 
Crown pub in Sedgley on Remem¬ 
brance Sunday last year. 

Mr Screen, from Sedgley, was given 
the medal for 49 years service as a vol¬ 
unteer with the Legion, helping with 
poppy collections and at parades. 

He feared it had been lost for good 
but the medal was found in an alley¬ 


way between Roundhouse Road and 
Jews Lane - about a mile and a half 
away from where it went missing — 
this month. 

Mr Screen said he was ‘over the 
moon’ to have the medal back. 

“To have it returned to me almost a 
year to the day is fantastic,” he said. 

“It was never the value but what 
it meant to me, as it represented 49 
years of collecting. 

“The British Legion have also said 
they may be sending me another one 
but I’m just pleased my original is 
back home. 


Mr Screen was unable to attend the 
service last year due to being in hos¬ 
pital, so instead he let his seven-year- 
old great nephew wear it at a parade 
on the day. 

After the parade the youngster and 
his family went to The Crown pub and 
when they left they realised the coat 
with medal attached was missing. 

One year on, a woman found the 
medal in a Sedgley alleyway and 
posted the discovery on a local Face- 
book page, which was drawn to the 
attention of Mr Screen. 


More than 300 Caparo 

jobs saved in new deal 


THREE hundred Black Country jobs 
have been saved at struggling steel 
giant Caparo. 

Caparo Tubular Solutions, which has 
bases in Oldbury and Bilston, has been 
bought by the Gupta family who run the 
Simec and Liberty House groups. 

The deal means 333 jobs have been saved, 
300 of which are in the Black Country. 

The deal to save CTS has been welcomed by 
union bosses, councillors and MPs across the 
Black Country. 

Sandwell Council leader Darren Cooper said: 
“This is great news for the workers, particu¬ 
larly against the backdrop of recent bad news 
associated with the firm. We welcome the new 
owners and will be making efforts to see if we 
can help in any way.” 

Harish Patel, national officer for the union 
Unite, said: “Unite will be working with the 
new owners to ensure jobs are secured in the 
UK for the long term. We will also be seeking 
assurances and commitments from the new 
owners on investment and training which is so 
crucial to sustaining skilled, well-paid jobs in 
our manufacturing sector.” 

CTS includes Caparo Precision Tubes in Old¬ 
bury, Caparo Tube Components and Caparo 
Accles and Pollock, also based in Oldbury, Hub 
Le Bas in Bilston, and Caparo Tubes Tredegar 
in Wales. It has not been confirmed how many 
jobs have been saved at each site. 

Administration 

The deal brings the number of Caparo jobs 
saved since the firm went into administration 
to 488. The firm went into administration in 
October, initially puttingup to 1,700 jobs in the 
Black Country at risk. 

A total of 245 jobs went at Darlaston-based 
Caparo Atlas Fastenings, Caparo Forging Eu¬ 
rope in Dudley and Caparo Fairbright Wire in 
West Bromwich, which all closed. Plants in 
Cradley Heath and Oldbury saw 78 jobs go. 

Meanwhile, Chancellor George Osborne on 
Monday visited the Jaguar Land Rover plant 
on the outskirts of Wolverhampton after an¬ 
nouncing a new research consortium led by 
JLR will receive a £16.6m grant to develop a 
more efficient transmission system. This grant 
will be matched by private funding, bringing 
the total funding to over £33m. 

It will create 60 roles in research and devel¬ 
opment and could lead to the creation of a fur¬ 
ther 130 manufacturing and engineering roles. 



Special 
award 
for brave 
Olivia,13 

A TEENAGE girl who bat¬ 
tled a rare form of cancer, 
losing one eye, has received 
a prestigious award in rec¬ 
ognition of her bravery. 

Olivia Falato, aged 13, was 
diagnosed with retinoblas¬ 
toma, a cancer which affects 
the retina, in 2003 when she 
was just 15 months old. 

Oliva had tumours in both 
eyes and despite treatment 
at Birmingham Children’s 
Hospital she eventually had 
to have her left eye removed 
- she now wears an artificial 
eye. 

In recognition of her out¬ 
standing bravery Olivia, 
who lives in The Broadway 
in Dudley, has been named a 
Champion by the Childhood 
Eye Cancer Trust. 

Her mother, Julie, said: 
“We are incredibly proud of 
her. She had such a resilient 
personality and that spurred 
us on too.” 

Olivia is a talented dancer, 
studying ballet, tap, modern 
and hip-hop. Her dream is to 
become a dance teacher. 

Mrs Falato, 48, also 
mother to nine-year-old Is¬ 
abella, added: “Her dance 
teacher says Olivia deals so 
well with her limited field of 
vision that it’s easy to forget 
she has to work extra hard.”

Thousands sign up

Paramedics staff boost 
ready for festive season

WEST Midlands Ambulance 
Service will have more staff 
than ever in the run-up to 
the hectic Christmas and 
New Year period. 

The service, which has its 
headquarters at The Waterfront 
in Brierley Hill, will be backed 
by more than 2,500 operational 
staff as bosses prepare for their 
most demanding time of year. 

The workforce has been boosted 
by additional student and graduate 
paramedics. 

The West Midlands Ambulance 
Service received 1,436 calls on New 
Year’s Eve last year and experienced 
its busiest day ever in December. 

Chiefs say the extra staff will be 
crucial to ensure the service is able 
to cope with the surge in demand. 

Emergency services director Craig 
Cooke said: “There is little doubt 
that the winter is likely to be an in¬ 
credibly difficult one, so the fact that 
we have so many more staff joining 
our teams is great news.” 

Recruit 

Director of workforce Kim Nurse 
added: “We are continuing to re¬ 
cruit additional paramedics and 
provide training for other staff to 
progress towards higher levels of 
clinical care. We have made excel¬ 
lent progress and these new joiners 
demonstrate just how hard our re¬ 
cruitment and training departments 
have been working to attract and 
train high calibre staff.” 

Chief executive Anthony Marsh 
told a recent accountability meeting 
that the West Midlands service was 
not suffering staffing pressures that 
its counterparts elsewhere were be¬ 
cause it ‘grew its own paramedics’. 

He said: “The West Midlands Am¬ 
bulance Service is the only ambu¬ 
lance service achieving every single 
response time target. The other nine 
are failing to achieve all of them, 
some are only achieving one or two. 

That does not happen by accident, 
that it because of the commitment 
of our staff.

A BOOK looking at the lives of men from Wall Heath 
and Kingswinford who were killed in wartime is com¬ 
plete after three years of research. 

Joy Marshall and her husband Guy estimate that they 
spent thousands of hours searching through the records 
to find out more about the men who went to war but 
didn’t return alive. 

The book, called The Lost Sons of Wall Heath and 
Kingswinford, chronicles the lives of the men listed on 
the war memorial in Wall Heath. 

Joy first became intrigued with the men as a child 
when she would waiting for the bus opposite the memo¬ 
rial. In 2012, a successful bid for Heritage Lottery Fund¬ 
ing to the Wall Heath and Kingswinford War Memorials 


book on those named on the memorial at St Mary’s Church 

Research Group meant that she could finally find out 
about the village’s lost generation. 

The £13,000 grant paid for printing and publishing 
costs as well as helping with the many hours spent re¬ 
searching the men’s past, trawling through civic and 
newspaper archives and websites as well as chatting to 
some of the victim’s relatives. 

Joy, aged 61, said: “It’s not just a book about the war, 
it’s about the men and who they were.” 

The book features 108 men who lost their lives in the 
conflicts with photographs of around half of them.

Tips on how 
to tackle the 
problem of 
condensation 

FAMILIES in Dudley can get free 
advice to help tackle the problem of 
condensation in their homes. 

Condensation is caused when warm 
moist air comes into contact with cold 
air or cold surface, such as a window 
or wall, and causes water droplets to 
form. 

Due to cold weather this is particu¬ 
larly an issue during winter when 
homes are warmer than outside. 

Dudley Council has produced leaf¬ 
lets offering hints and tips about how 
to tackle the issue, as well as facts and 
figures. 

Councillor Gaye Partridge, cabinet 
member for housing, said: “Conden¬ 
sation and mould can be a particular 
problem during the winter months so 
we decided to produce a leaflet and 
video. 

“These items have been produced 
primarily with council tenants in 
mind, but are relevant to anyone 
experiencing condensation in their 
home. 

“It is easy to tackle condensation by 
just following the hints put forward 
in this, including keeping vents clear, 
heating the property sufficiently, dry¬ 
ing clothes outside and reducing the 
amount of steam created by daily rou¬ 
tines. 

“By following this advice you may 
even be able to save money on your 
fuel bills.” 

Tenants who are concerned that 
issues with damp are not due to con¬ 
densation should call the Repairs 
Management Centre on 0300 555 
8283.

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More than 
50 die while 
waiting for 
a transplant 

HUNDREDS of patients across the 
West Midlands are waiting for poten¬ 
tially life-saving organ transplants. 

NHS Blood and Transplant has 
launched its national winter cam¬ 
paign aiming at increasing the num¬ 
ber of people on the donor register. 

Across the region there are 388 
people on the UK’s waiting list for a 
transplant and 159 have been waiting 
longer than two years. Fifty of them 
have been left in limbo for more than 
five years. 

There are 118 patients in the Black 
Country on the transplant waiting 
list and in the period covered by the 
release 2011-present, 56 people in the 
Black Country have died before they 
got the organ they were waiting for. 

Sally Johnson, NHS Blood and 
Transplant Director of Organ Dona¬ 
tion and Transplantation said: “Sta¬ 
tistically, more than one in ten people 
on the waiting list will die before they 
get the transplant they need. 

“For some organs, the picture is sig¬ 
nificantly bleaker. More than one in 
four people waiting for lungs will die. 

“I’d ask you to imagine how you’d 
feel if someone close to you was wait¬ 
ing for a transplant; their whole life 
on hold, hoping someone will donate 
to save them. 

“I’m sure we’d all hope an organ 
would be available to help someone 
we love - so shouldn’t we all pledge 
to be organ donors so more lives can 
be saved?”

Football centre put on market for £lm 


A FIVE-A-SIDE football centre in the Black Coun¬ 
try has been put up for sale for £1 million. 

But the future of football at the Goals Soccer Cen¬ 
tre in Rowley Regis has been assured despite the 
potential change in ownership at the venue. 

Goals has a 55-year lease to host football at the 
centre in Cakemore Road. The centre is due to be 
put up for auction on December 8 and carries a 
guide price of £1 million. 

Goals currently pays nearly £52,000 a year in 
rent. The site covers 4.3 acres and includes 12 
pitches as well as a sports pavilion and car park. 

There is a bar and spacious seating area near the 
entrance to the building, while a function suite and 
children’s party room can also be hired. 


Goals Soccer Centre has an established reputa¬ 
tion among amateur football players in the Black 
Country for its floodlit all-weather outdoor pitches 
which are accredited by the Football Association. 

Earlier this month, Goals Soccer Centre issued 
its second profits warning in matter of weeks as its 
autumn growth targets fell short of expectations. 

Washout 

The company, which has another site in Wil- 
lenhall, warned over profits in September after a 
washout summer. That announcement led to the 
company losing one fifth of its stock market value. 

Goals’ futuristic five-a-side football complex cre¬ 
ated 25 jobs when it was built in 2008. The site used 


to be home to both football and bowls teams, with a 
pitch and green. 

But it had been vacant for years and became an 
overgrown eyesore before Dudley Council’s gave the 
green light to plans for a revamp in late 2007. 

After concerns were raised by Sport England 
about the loss of the natural-grass full-size football 
pitch, developers promised to bring the site back 
into use for local 11-a-side teams to use as part of 
the deal. 

At the time Goals managing director Keith Rogers 
said: “The sports ground had fallen into disrepair 
and has been overgrown for a number of years. A £2 
million investment in sporting facilities has got to 
be a big plus for the area.” 


£500k will be spent 

on improving housing 


THOUSANDS of people living on 
housing estates in Dudley will see 
their homes benefit from a new 
£500,000 cash pot. 

The money has been set aside to im¬ 
prove facilities on housing estates across 
the borough. Four projects are already set 
to benefit. 

Communal entrance doors and lighting at 
Kates Hill will be upgraded along with parking 
facilities added for six bungalows in Saltwells 
Road, Netherton. 

A block of garages will be demolished at 
Round House Road and the entrance to flats in 
Chawn Hill Close, Stourbridge, will also be up¬ 
graded. 

Dudley Council’s housing services has set 
aside a yearly budget to fund initiatives, which 
have been approved by the housing board, and 
the Dudley Federation of Tenants’ and Resi¬ 
dents’ Association. 

Councillor Gaye Partridge, cabinet member 
for housing, said: “As a community council we 
want as many tenants involved in making the 
decision as to where funds are spent as possi¬ 
ble.” 

Assist 

She explained that the money enables rep¬ 
resentatives from the housing board, Dudley 
Federation and residents to indicate where 
they believe money could be used to assist com¬ 
munity projects. 

“This money can only be invested in projects 
proposed and supported by the community,” 
she added. 

“This is great news for everyone living on 
our estates as it ensures that their wishes are 
taken into account.” 

The group assesses each bid against a qual¬ 
ifying criteria before deciding whether to sup¬ 
port the application for funding. 

The changes were introduced following a 
review of the council’s working practises and 
each idea is prioritised in order of importance. 

Housing managers can also commission low 
value projects - up to 20 per cent of the fund - 
which the council hopes will speed up improve¬ 
ments. 

Dudley Federation of Tenants’ and Resi¬ 
dents’ Association was set up in 1991 to sup¬ 
port council tenants and residents.The group 
also offers advice and guidance. 

Members, with the help of the council, can 
also distribute funding.

Then there’s the scheme in Wolver¬ 
hampton, where the council boasted it 
would increase ‘footfall’ - local authority 
speak for visitors - when all it seems to 
have done so far is caused traffic prob¬ 
lems around the bus station and closed 
one of the city’s oldest and nicest shops. 

Look, I’ve got nothing against a bit of 
block-paving. Usually, it looks quite nice. 
But as a regeneration tool it is next to 
useless. Nobody ever comes into town to 
admire the floor surface. 

And back to the Hippodrome. Now, I’m 
a realist, I know there’s no magic mon¬ 
ey tree, and I don’t expect the council to 
pour in millions of pounds. And if, in the 
six years since the council bought the 
theatre for £500,000 it had come up with 
an exciting scheme for the site, be it a 
new theatre, a museum or tourist attrac¬ 
tion, then I would be all for it. 

But having spent half a million on buy¬ 
ing the theatre, the best ideas it has come 
up with have been a temporary car park, 
a conference centre and now an Alan 
Titchmarsh Ground Force project. 

Could you imagine a private business 
spending this sort of money on a land¬ 
mark building, not knowing what to do 
with it, and then knocking it down and 
paving over it? 

The council hasn’t revealed the cost 
of the ‘bright, sweeping, multi-functional 
open space’, but I would be surprised if it 
didn’t run into seven figures. The market 
scheme cost £6.75 million, and of course 
there are the demolition costs, and the 
cost of maintaining all the shrubbery in 
the scheme. Money which would be bet¬ 
ter spent keeping the museum and art 
gallery open. 

So here’s a solution. The council 
bought the site at auction, why not do 
what any property developer with an 
abortive project would do, and stick it 
back in the auction? It might not get its 
£500,000 back, but sometimes you have 
to cut your losses. Let someone else 
have a go. 

Could a private company make a go 
of the theatre? What else could it use the 
site for? I’ve no idea. But I bet if it was 
the developer’s own money, it would not 
involve topiary and block-paving.

Final curtain set to 
fall on Hippodrome 


Dudley’s historic theatre is 
being lined up to become a 
public open space. RICHARD 
GUTTRIDGE reports 


FROM Laurel and Hardy to Bob 
Hope and Ken Dodd - some of the 
biggest stars of entertainment that 
graced the Dudley Hippodrome 
stage. 

This was at a time when the town had 
a theatre to contend with some of the 
best in the country. 

But, after years of neglect, which has 
seen the once-famous venue continue to 
decline, the final curtain is about to fall. 

Over the last few years it was hoped the his¬ 
toric building would make a return as a the¬ 
atre as passionate campaign groups entered 
into discussions about rescuing the venue. 

However, it now appears the long-running 
battle to provide the town with a theatre it can 
be proud of once again has been brought to an 
abrupt end as plans have emerged to pull it 
down and replace it with an open public space. 

Scrapped 

There was talk of a Dudley holy trinity of 
the Hippodrome, zoo and Black Country Liv¬ 
ing Museum being formed to boost tourism in 
the town. 

The former theatre had been under threat 
of demolition for years since the council tabled 
plans to bulldoze the venue to make way for a 
temporary car park. 

Plans were then revealed by Dudley Zoo 
to build a multi-million pound visitor centre 
on the site of the Hippodrome before being 
scrapped last year when it was revealed the 
facility would instead be built within the zoo 
grounds. 

The battle to save the Hippodrome then 
gathered pace before being dealt a major blow 
earlier this year when Wolverhampton-based 
entertainment company The Rok Group 
pulled out of a proposed rescue deal. 

As recently as last month, bullish leaders

of the Friends of Dudley Hippodrome group 
declared they could have the venue up and 
running again by next year. If that sounded 
optimistic at the time those aspirations have 
now been all but snuffed out as council bosses 
have revealed plans to demolish the building - 
and replace it with public open space. 

The scheme has certainly come out of the 
blue, with interested parties having been given 
a guided tour of the building just a few weeks 
ago, leaving heritage and community groups 
in Dudley baffled. 

Council bosses insist their plan will see the 
removal of a ‘dilapidated’ building and a ‘mod¬ 
ern public exhibition and events open space’ 
put in its place. But the plan has already at¬ 
tracted fierce criticism. 

West Midlands MEP and Ukip councillor 
Bill Etheridge said: “The Labour controlling 
group seem intent in wiping out our heritage 


as shown by the potential closure of Dudley 
Museum and Art Gallery and now the peo¬ 
ple’s hippodrome is on their hit list. Shame on 
them.” 

Fellow Ukip councillor Roger Scott-Dow 
said Dudley would be losing its ‘jewel in the 
crown’. 

He said: “The council should have worked 
far closer with the Friends group and other 
interested parties. A revitalised Hippodrome 
could act as a further much-needed catalyst for 
further regeneration.” 

Black Country Gaz Sawyers, co-founder of 
the Black Country Festival, said the propos¬ 
als to bulldoze the Hippodrome had left him 
‘dismayed’. 

“I don’t understand why the council would 
want to destroy something and put nothing in 
its place, just a piece of huge open land,” he 
said. 


“It’s come out of the blue and will come as 
a shock to a lot of people. If I had any power 
in what was put there, I’d want to see some¬ 
thing that represented the musical heritage of 
Dudley, which used to be a thriving place for 
concerts and music shows. 

“It’s devastating to just destroy this histori¬ 
cal building, it makes no sense at all.” 

Just a few months ago, comedy great Ken 
Dodd joined campaigners in calling for the hip¬ 
podrome to be saved. 

However, Councillor Patrick Harley, leader 
of the opposition Conservative group in Dud¬ 
ley, said he could understand the council’s 
thinking. He said: “I think it’s regrettable by 
the council that the news has broken in this 
manner and been dripped out to the public, 
but as far as I’m aware the controlling group 
of the Hippodrome have been left with no 
choice but to demolish it.” 

Regeneration boss Councillor Khurshid 
Ahmed said: “We’ve given people every oppor¬ 
tunity to make sure we can keep the Hippo¬ 
drome. Unfortunately it needs £5m to £10m 
to bring it back into use and that’s a long shot. 
It’s not just a gateway to Dudley town - it’s 
a gateway to the borough. It’s an important 
area and it could look amazing for the town 
and borough. 

“Hopefully the people of Dudley will see the 
reasoning behind why we’ve had to make this 
decision.” 

Glory 

While council chiefs have come under fire 
over the plans, they are right about one thing 
- the building is in a dilapidated state. The 
dormant, run-down building that currently 
stands on Castle Hill is a far cry from the glory 
years when the great and the good of showbiz 
would regularly top the bill in Dudley. 

Built shortly after the end of the Second 
World War in 1938 on the site of the Dudley 
Opera House, which had been destroyed by 
fire the previous year, the theatre became a 
popular variety theatre until 1964. In the in¬ 
tervening years the likes of Judy Garland and 
George Formby appeared there along with 
rising stars such as Bruce Forsyth, while in 
1947 legendary comedy double act Laurel and 
Hardy performed. It was later run as a bingo 
hall by Gala Bingo, closing in 2009.

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Members of £35m money 
laundering gang jailed 


SIXTEEN members of a £35 
million drugs money launder¬ 
ing racket have been jailed 
for a combined 73 years. 

Crime syndicates across the country 
laundered their narcotics cash through 
the network headed by Harpal Singh 
Gill of Smethwick. 

Gill, aged 67, of Wall Close, set up a 
number of bogus clothing and textile 
companies to disguise the operation. 
False invoices helped the network 
launder more than £35m between 
May 2007 and May 2013, the National 
Crime Agency revealed. 

His son, Manjit Gill, aged 40, from 
George Road, Edgbaston, a singer 
who is also known as Foji Gill, took 
on the role of director for a number 
of the companies, receiving significant 
amounts of money. 

Gill and his son were sentenced for 
money laundering offences in March 
this year after being found guilty at 
Birmingham Crown Court, receiving 
11 years and five years in prison re¬ 
spectively. The full scale of the enter¬ 
prise was revealed last week after the 
last four members of the network were 
sentenced. 

Bogus 

Shafak Mohammed, 45, of Russells 
Hall Road, Dudley, who headed a 
bogus company and was found guilty 
of money laundering, was sentenced to 
21 months in prison. 

Sukhvinder Singh Dosanjh, 41, of 
Birmingham Road, Walsall, would 
meet couriers bringing money from 
other criminal gangs. He was sen¬ 
tenced to five and a half years in prison 
after being found guilty of money 
laundering. 

Paul Risby, of the National Crime 
Agency, said: “Harpal Singh Gill used 
his position as head of his family and 
local businessman to influence family 
members and associates to be part of 
his criminal enterprise. He knowingly

took advantage of the respect afforded 
to him.” 

Gill employed his friend and ac¬ 
countant, Gurpreet Singh Roewal, 
aged 50, of Lyndon Road, Solihull, 
who advised him and provided an 
air of legitimacy to the bogus compa¬ 
nies. Roewal received eight years in 
jail after being found guilty of money 
laundering. 

Others jailed were mother-of-two 
Smita Gareja, aged 48, from Ap- 
plesham Close, Birmingham. She was 
the only female to be found guilty of 
money laundering and received 27 
months in jail. Found guilty of money 
laundering were Gurdev Singh Gill, 
60, and Tarandeep Singh Gill, 28, of 
Lime Avenue, Leicester, sentenced 
to five-and-a-half years each; Baldip 
Singh Bains, 36, of Crookham Close,

Birmingham, jailed for four years; Mo¬ 
hammed Pervez, 40, of Harvard Road, 
Solihull, sentenced to seven years in 
prison; Prakash Chauhan, 55, of Addi¬ 
son Road, Kings Heath, Birmingham, 
jailed for five and a half years; Ranjeev 
Singh Rai, 33, of Dovehouse Lane, So¬ 
lihull , sentenced to three years and 
seven months in prison. 

Also sentenced were James Coul- 
son, 28, from Liverpool, jailed for 27 
months and Andrew Wilson, 60, from 
Bedworth, Warwickshire was given a 
nine month suspended jail sentence. 
They both admitted possessing crim¬ 
inal property. Santokh Singh Sangha, 
62, from Leicester was imprisoned for 
three years and Sarup Singh Parmar, 
65, from Sparkhill was jailed for 29 
months. They were both found guilty 
of money laundering.

Samantha added: “I sat on the bon¬ 
net for about 20 minutes before the 
fire brigade attached ropes to the car 
and dragged it away from the cut. 

A 47-year-old woman from Bush- 
bury later admitted drink driving in 
court was banned from driving for 20 
months and told to pay £215 in fines 
and charges.

A CAR smashed through the front of a hair salon in Word¬ 
sley sending staff and customers leaping out of its path.

Deborah Shaw, aged 48, who runs the salon with her 
daughters Natalie, 29, and Danielle, 23, said she thinks it 
will cost up to £10,000 to repair. 

“I couldn’t believe it, I was looking in the mirror and 
could just see things flying off the shelves as the car came 
ploughing through the shop window,” she said. “It was ter¬ 
rifying, clients were screaming and jumped up.” 


Hate crimes 
on rise in 
wake of 
Paris terror 


HATE crimes against Muslims in the West 
Midlands have increased in the wake of the 
Paris terror attacks, according to figures. 

Anti-discrimination charity Tell MAMA, which 
monitors and records attacks against Muslims, said 
it had seen a sharp rise in incidents since the killings 
in the French capital last month. 


The charity last week re¬ 
ported that it had received 
12 reports of abuse in the 
region since the attacks 
and there were still more 
to be processed. Prior to the 
events in Paris it had re¬ 
corded 41 in the region for 
the whole of 2015. 

It is a trend that the char¬ 
ity is seeing across the coun¬ 
try, with average weekly 
reports more than tripling 
from 35 to 115. 

Spike 

Tell MAMA director Fiyaz 
Mughal said: “There have 
been quite a lot of cases 
since the Paris attacks. 

“We do see a trend that 
whenever there is a global 
incident there is a spike in 
anti-Muslim incidents. 

“There have been more 
than 100 nationally since 
the Paris attacks and we are 
still processing others.

“Clearly there is a meas¬ 
urable and significant spike 
here and it is worrying. We 
know the West Midlands 
is an area where there has 
been a rise. 

“From the data we have 
seen coming in it is going to 
have an effect on the num¬ 
ber of cases police are deal¬ 
ing with.” 

The charity hosted an 
information session on Sun¬ 
day at the DY1 centre in 
Dudley to try to find ways to 
prevent racist attacks. 

Amjid Raza, of the Dudley 
Muslim Association, said: 
“We do have evidence that 
there has been a rise in peo¬ 
ple who are suffering abuse. 
It is unfortunate because 
we are part of society and 
are sad about the incidents 
in Paris. Terrorism has no 
religion.”

Young left 'unprepared' for 
world of work, says boss 


SCHOOLS and businesses across 
the West Midlands are ‘worlds apart’ 
when it comes to getting young peo¬ 
ple ready for work, a leading busi¬ 
nessman has warned. 

The comments from Martin Dudley, 
head of the Thomas Dudley engineering 
group, come as research shows two-thirds 
of businesses believe secondary schools are 
not preparing youngsters for work. 

The survey of more than 3,500 business and 
education leaders by the British Chambers of 


Commerce urged schools to hold lessons around 
recruitment and interview techniques, and to 
put direct contact with businesses at the heart 
of careers guidance. 

Mr Dudley, also chairman of the Black Coun¬ 
try Chamber of Commerce skills group, said: 
“Our latest research shows that businesses and 
schools are still worlds apart when it comes 
to getting young people ready for the world of 
work. 

“Businesspeople across the Black Country be¬ 
lieve that secondary schools need to do more to 
help young people transition into employment. 


This needs to be more than just arranging ca¬ 
reers fairs that tick the careers engagement box. 

“High youth unemployment and skills gaps 
are a cause for national embarrassment. Unless 
ministers allow schools to increase their focus 
on preparing students for the working world, we 
could fail an entire generation of young people.” 

Just one in five businesses think secondary 
schools are either very effective or fairly effec¬ 
tive at preparing young people for work with 72 
per cent of businesses saying secondary schools 
are not very effective or not effective at all at 
preparing young people for work.

We didn’t expect them to come out 
alive. I was beside myself seeing them 
clinging onto the cage but luckily fire crews 
helped me get them out and straight to the 
vets.” 

The raccoons were taken to Manor Vets 
on Kent Road, Halesowen, and were given 
a clean bill of health. 

The cause of the fire, which happened at 
around 6pm on Wednesday, November 25, 
is believed to have been caused by a tumble 
dryer in the shed. 

Mrs Nott, aged 68, who lives with her 
daughter at the property, said: “It was a 
very scary time and touch and go for Nuna 
and Buddha. They were hanging on tightly 
to the top of the cage, frightened. The fire 
service were unbelievably quick to the 
house. If it wasn’t for that I don’t think the 
raccoons would have made it.”

Wendy & Peter Pan, 

Royal Shakespeare Theatre, 
Stratford-upon-Avon 

GIRL power comes to Neverland in 
the Royal Shakespeare Company’s 
gently feminist revamp of JM Barrie’s 
magical story about the boy who never 
grows up. 

But don’t let the F word put you off 
— this production is very funny, full of 
magic, music and dance, it just makes 
it clear that ‘lost boys’ need sensible 
girls. 

As the title suggests, in playwright 
Ella Hickson’s reboot it is Wendy Dar¬ 
ling who is the main character, trying 
to cope with an impetuous childish 
Pan who literally flies away from se¬ 
rious issues, like commitment. In the 
end she saves the day in alliance with 
Neverland’s other girls, Tinkerbell 
and Tiger Lily. 

First staged by the RSC two years 
ago, this spectacular production has 
been enhanced and returns sharper 
than before. But a running time of just 
under three hours, including interval, 
may challenge younger children. 

It is very cleverly written with jokes 
pitched at both adult and younger 
audiences, including Shakespearean 
references along with various recent 
catchphrases and a couple of Barrie’s 
most memorable lines. 

This production benefits from the 
involvement of RSC associate actors 
such as the expressive Mariah Gale 
as a feisty Wendy and Darrel O’Silva 
as a melancholy, cynical and eloquent 
Captain Hook. 

Comic support comes from the Lost 
Boys, including Lawrence Walker 
playing Tootles with a Black Country 
accent. Paul Kemp as Smee, Hook’s 
devoted and clearly head-over-heels- 


in-love first mate, dreams of sharing 
a cosy cottage with his cap’n. But the 
biggest guffaws are prompted by Adam 
Gillen’s shrieking cabin boy, a Never¬ 
land reworking of his awkward young 
hairdresser character in hit TV show 
Benidorm. 

Shadows 

Welsh actor Rhys Rusbatch seems 
relegated to a supporting role as Peter, 
but whether lofted about by his pack 
of shadows or leading the characters 
on wires through the air — the set 
does resemble a human mobile — he 
has charisma as a punky-looking Pan. 
Meanwhile, Charlotte Mills as Tinker- 
bell almost steals the show as a hefty 
Cockney fairy with a sharp tongue. 

Don’t underestimate this play’s 


emotional impact. It also has interest¬ 
ing things to say about bereavement. 
Keep a hanky handy for the scene 
when Wendy and her brothers are fi¬ 
nally reunited with their own lost boy, 
a sibling who died. 

The only caution I would offer par¬ 
ents of younger children is that Hook’s 
murder of an insolent pirate and Ar¬ 
thur Kyeyune’s creepy contorted 
human crocodile may be a little too 
scary for some under-lOs. 

This production is much more sub¬ 
stantial than the usual well-meaning 
but instantly forgettable festive fare 
in theatreland at this time of year — 
it makes you think as well as laugh. 
Wendy & Peter Pan continues in rep¬ 
ertoire at Stratford until the end of 
January.

She said: “This is a good 
thing as it’s just been a fairly mis¬ 
erable location for quite some time.

The four-acre site is next to the Salt- 
wells Nature Reserve, which covers 
247 acres, and is an area of outstand¬ 
ing natural beauty. It also backs on to 
Mushroom Green conservation area.

Heritage project aims to 
preserve history of strike 


THE proud history of the Black 
Country’s female chainmakers is 
to feature in a new heritage pro¬ 
ject hoping to preserve the past 
before it is too late. 

Pictures of artefacts and recordings 
made by the ancestors of chainmakers 
will be uploaded on a new website be¬ 
ing set up by The Friends of the Wom¬ 
en Chainmakers. 

The group was formed to preserve the in¬ 
dustrial heritage of the Black Country and 
celebrate the role that women played. 

To kick start the project, the group is 
seeking ancestors of female chainmakers 
and of women who worked in other indus¬ 
tries to share their family’s story. 

Chair Lesley Bates, said: “There are two 
sides to what we are doing with this pro¬ 
ject. One will look at the heritage side and 
involved speaking to the grandchildren 
and the great-grandchildren of the women 
chainmakers. 


MEMORY LANE

“The other side will reflect on what wom¬ 
en’s work was like in the Black Country and 
Cradley Heath and whether it has changed 
at all in the last 100 years. “ 

The 1910 Women Chainmakers’ strike, 
led by Mary Macarthur and supported by 
the women of Cradley Heath, was pivotal in 
labour history and a significant step in the 
development of a universal minimum wage. 

During a visit to Empire Theatre in Cra¬ 
dley Heath, union leader Macarthur saw 
poverty and was shocked by the infant mor¬ 
tality rate. 

After she persuaded chainmaker bosses 
to set a minimum wage, she was left angry 
when they found a loophole that meant that 
the wage increase could be held back by 
nine months. This enabled them to stock¬ 
pile chain and then lay off workers before 
the increase. 

In response, Macarthur organised strikes 


at chainmakers, the first being in Graingers 
Lane. The strike lasted 10 weeks until 
employers finally agreed to meet their de¬ 
mands. 

Mrs Bates, added: “Mary Macarthur was 
very good at using the media. She made a 
film which went out to cinemas, including 
in the United States. 

“This was really important stuff that re¬ 
sulted in the Workers’ Institute at Cradley 
Heath, now at the Black Country Living 
Museum.” 

The group intend to apply for heritage 
lottery funding and will look to provide 
work packs for schools. 

The motivation is to record accounts of 
the historic events for future generations. 

Mrs Bates, added: “If we do not do some¬ 
thing about it quickly there will not be 
people who have even second or third hand 
memories of the women chainmakers. The 
strike itself was such an important event 
but because this was a women’s issue it does 
not tend to have the same prominence.”

With a bounty of exotic dishes 
to choose from, MARK SHIPP 
found India Red restaurant was 
the hottest ticket in town 

“WE know there’s competition, but 
if everyone knows their palate and 
knows their own food, they will tell 
the difference.” 

So says Zub Ahmed, proprietor of the 
India Red Restaurant in Hednesford. 
Having been there for 12 years, Zub and 
his restaurant have become established 
fixures. 

But, with a cluster of Indian restaurants 
within such a short distance, he knows he has 
to stay ahead of the game to keep his regular 
customers happy. 

With that in mind, the menu is changed on 
a regular basis to offer new dishes, while the 
chef is known for either creating new lines or 
putting his own stamp on traditional ones. 

And, it’s fair to say that the 110-seat restau¬ 
rant is doing very nicely for itself, thank you. 

Ushered 

It was a busy night in the Market Street 
premises when my partner and I ventured out. 
We had to wait a while for our meals, but that 
was no problem. The best things come those 
who wait, they say, and I always believe that 
quick service does not always represent the 
best quality. On this occasion, the food really 
was worth the wait. And there was enough left 
over for a mini-feast the following day. 

Seating downstairs at India Red is provided 
for couples or small parties, while upstairs 
tends to cater for the larger groups. As it is 
open plan, however, my better half did com¬ 
ment on how noisy it might be. 

Decor-wise India Red is tastefully done, with 
background music that one tends not to notice 
as it does little to drown out the general hub¬ 
bub from the diners. 


Minor quibbles aside, the food is the main 
attraction. The poppadoms were moreish, but 
served only to whet the appetite for what was 
to come. We were asked to try out a range of 
starters, and other menu items we had not or¬ 
dered found their way to our table. Generous, 
and obviously done to impress. 

But while appreciated, it was also unneces¬ 
sary as we felt suitably plenished. And we’d 
already been impressed by the fare. 

Zub explained that his Bangladeshi chef 


had served eight years at India Red, but was 
always looking to improve on standards. He 
even took the time, despite the hectic evening, 
to explain some of the methods and ingredi¬ 
ents behind some of the dishes. 

Take the malai kufta, for example, meat¬ 
balls in a sweet and spicy cheese sauce. It 
contains yoghurt and honey to give it that 
sweetness, and perfectly offset the Amritsar 
chicken, with its hidden kick due to garam 
masala and panch puran mix. 


That was just a taster. The menu comprises 
traditional dishes and India Red specials, but 
the beauty is that each dish is colour-co-or¬ 
dinated according to the heat factor, from a 
sweet and creamy grey to a red vindaloo hot. 

My other half didn’t need to worry about 
her tried and trusted makhani chicken, while 
I stepped into the unknown for the salmon 
surprise, the twist being that it actually 
wasn’t a curry - and it came with chicken, in 
tiny pieces, added to a bed of mashed potatoes. 


Not what I was expecting. Good, though, but 
without a curry it was dry, so the beef haleem 
- a newcomer to the menu - was a welcome 
accompaniment. And what a curry that was. 
It was mild, but had a tangy taste, emanating 
from its mix of spices, sugar and vinegar. Wor¬ 
thy of a visit for that alone. 

India Red is open Sunday to Thursday from 
5.30 to 11.30pm and until lam on Friday and 
Saturday. It is currently taking bookings for 
Christmas. Call 01543 424769 or 426611.

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A hard worker and loyal

It’s the most important Vauxhall 
arriving this year. Has the com¬ 
pact hatch got the magic to take 
on its key rivals? 

The Astra is an underrated, but ever¬ 
green compact family hatch, as happy 
taking the kids on a short break away 
as it is cutting a path through the city. 
There’s no radical departure for 2016, 
although the sharp-eyed will notice a 
nip here and a tuck there. 

There’s an excellent new colour touch¬ 
screen that’s standard across the range. It 
gives the whole product a lift and helps it 
make a better first impression. 

It’s a sharp-looking thing, if a bit on the 
conservative side. Being built in Britain 
won’t do its appeal this side of Dover any 
harm, either. 

Whichever model you choose, you end 
up with a pleasantly stylish and definitely 
inoffensive car. You’ll never object to having 
it on your drive. 

It’s quite sensitive to trim grades, though, 
so whereas the fantastic top-spec cars 
with all the interior trimmings look like 
they’ve come straight from the top drawer, 
the fragile rubberised handbrake grip and 
cheap-looking plastics on the low-end ver¬ 
sions leave a lot to be desired and can start 
to look tatty very quickly. 

There’s a handy boot at the back, more 
than big enough for most tasks, but if you’re 
toting babies, you’ll struggle to get much 
more than a chunky pushchair into it with¬ 
out putting the conveniently split rear seats 
down. 



Front seaters will be happy enough, es¬ 
pecially with the uncommonly well-shaped 
seat backs that give superb lumbar support. 
The glove box is shed-spacious but the door 
pocket shapes and cupholder designs could 
be better thought out. 

Under the bonnet there is a 1.0-litre tur¬ 
bocharged petrol engine. It can’t make the 
Astra a rocket ship, but if you’re gentle, you’ll 
see fuel economy you’d struggle to better in 
an eco-diesel. 

I found it no problem to hover around 
60mpg in relatively traffic-free driving. Al¬ 
right, you do need to put some effort in, but 
the potential is there. 

Linear 


The dinky engine is perfect for chopping 
around urban and suburban routes. It’s im¬ 
pressively linear once the turbo kicks in, 
making it smooth, forgiving and easy to get 
used to. 

It warms up faster than a moth on a sunbed 
and it’s perfect for no-fuss short trips. The 
five-speed gearbox is light and precise, with 
tall gearing that partly offsets the lack of a 
sixth, but it’s clear this version isn’t meant 
to cover serious motorway mileage. It’s a 
nice steer, though, responding quite keenly 
to tugs at the wheel and scampering along 
winding roads with gusto. 

The brakes on this nearly-new car were 
very grabby, but that should hopefully settle 
down with mileage. 

The Astra is a solid car. 

You know what you’re getting and, al¬ 
though some of the materials on basement 
models aren’t up to scratch, at the very 
least, the car does a good job of providing 
straight-down-the-line mid-size transport for 
people who don’t want to spend the extra on

a slightly more spacious compact crosso¬ 
ver or SUV. 

Vauxhall dealers are usually open to a 
little haggling, too, so don’t take the retail 
price as gospel. 

You should pay less than for a broadly 
equivalent crossover, so there’s good val¬ 
ue to be had here even if the fashion is cur¬ 
rently for faux-4x4s. 

This is a car for ordinary people. People 
who want a well-rounded car to give them 
transport, enough space and, crucially, the 
ability to cope with everything from taking 


the in-laws to Sunday lunch to taking the 
kids to the seaside. 

Parents will appreciate this sort of ver¬ 
satility, while some might prefer the lower 
seating position relative to SUVs, for the 
better outward view it offers during low- 
speed manoeuvres.

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Light, handy and fun ride

Modern, sculpted good looks 
apart, there’s not too many sur¬ 
prises in the package that makes 
up Honda’s new middleweight 
contender in the roadster class, 
the CB650F. 

But it’s nevertheless an excellent, val- 
ue-for-money machine at £6,399 which 
is likely to attract admiring glances in 
the bikers’ cafe car park and provide 
lots of fun on the road. 

Honda’s previous middleweights, the 
CBF600 and the Hornet 600, were based 
on the running gear of the company’s CBR 
sports machine but with the engine retuned 
to produce more usable power in the low to 
middle areas of the rev range. 

The new CB650, with 86bhp on tap, gets 
the same treatment. It sits neatly between its 
two predecessors in terms of outright power 
with a theoretical top speed of 130mph (the¬ 
oretical except on the track, that is). 

It’s particularly well balanced so that it 
feels lighter than its 208kgs suggests. 

While its lighter than some of its four cyl¬ 
inder rivals, it’s slimmer too and comes with 
a reasonable 810mm seat height, factors 
which combine to make it feel particularly 
agile around town as well as on the open 
road. 

The electronic fuel injection provides for 
smooth, progressive and controllable pow¬ 
er delivery through the slick, six-speed gear¬ 
box. 

While the maximum horses are un¬ 
leashed at 11,000rpm, the engine remap 


means peak torque is available a lot lower 
down - about 8,000rpm. Indeed, you don’t 
even need that big a twist of the right wrist 
- at anything above 4,000rpm in almost any 
gear the CB650 leaps forward to make the 
most of overtaking opportunities. Such a 
wide power band makes it very rideable in 
everyday road conditions. 

Once on the move, the CB650 is a bit of a 
revelation. I’ve ridden dedicated sports bikes 
which feel heavier and slower to change di¬ 
rection as you flick left and right through the 
twisty bits. 

It’s pretty much effortless, and comforta¬ 
ble too as the bars are set wide and high for 
a pleasant, upright riding position which re¬ 
duces strain on the neck and back. 

Comfortable 

The twin seat is well-shaped and comfort¬ 
able, and you get grab handles for a pillion 
passenger as well as luggage hooks. 

At motorway speeds there is surprisingly 
little buffeting for a naked bike. 

I do struggle with some of the intricacies of 
aerodynamics but it may be that the Honda 
engineers have it cracked with just a small, 
well-shaped ‘pod’ around the headlight to 
deflect the wind. 

It was certainly a contrast to another ‘na¬ 
ked’ bike I had ridden only the day before, 
where 20 miles along a motorway left me 
feeling wind battered and with aching arms. 
This had only a big round headlight to bash 
its way through the air. 

Behind the headlight pod is the new elec¬ 
tronic instrument cluster: a large and clear 
digital speedo in the centre of an analogue 
tachometer on the left, with fuel guage, 
clock, trip and warning lights on the right. 

The brakes are well up to the task, with

twin 320mm ‘wavy’ discs at the front and 
240mm disc at the rear. The lever action is 
nicely progressive with plenty of ‘feel’. 

With a 17.3 litre fuel tank, you get ad¬ 
equate range with an estimated average 
consumption of between 45 and 50mpg, 
depending on conditions (and, of course, 
how you ride). 

The 17-inch cast aluminium wheels 
are shod with 120/70 rubber at the front, 


and 180/55 at the rear. The CB650F has 
aggressive, ‘streetfighter’ looks which to 
some extent disguise the fact that it’s rath¬ 
er benign and easy to ride, with plenty of 
performance to satisfy most riders’ require¬ 
ments in this category. 

Light and handy for manoeuvring 
around town, it’s also more fun than you 
might expect from a 650 on winding A and 
B roads.
